Doctor’s Bills By Wearing 
Rubbers In Bad Weather 


Rubbers and Overshoes Practically The Only Things 
That are About the Same Price as Before the War 


Have you bought a pair of shoes lately, either for yourself or 
for one of the children? If you have, you will realize just how 
expensive leather is now. It is scarce, and getting scarcer—and 
the soldiers are needing enormous quantities for shoes and equip- 
ment. Clearly it is a patriotic duty, as well as common sense, 
to save shoes in every possible way. 

The best way, of course, is to wear rubbers whenever it is wet or snowy 


overhead or underfoot. Nothing rots and cracks shoe leather like getting it 
wet, particularly if it is none too good, as is often the case now, even in 
high-priced shoes. 

It is fortunate, indeed, that :ubbers have not joined the general upward 
movement. Crude rubber, in fact, costs no more than before the war, thanks 
to Great Britain’s benevolent control of the supply. So, in spite of the 50° 
to 100°; increase in the cost of cotton and other materials used in rubbers, 
prices are still normal. 

As a pair of rubbers, costing 60c to $1.25, will almost double the life 
of a pair of shoes costing eight or ten times as much, there would be no 


doubt about the economy of wearing them, even if they did not save many 
a cold and worse sickness, with the attendant expense and loss of time. 


But saving shoes is more than private thrift—it is public service! The 
leather so thoughtlessly wasted is needed at the front to help win the war, 
and saving it for that service is real, practical patriotism.

Buying on the part 
or the etrong houses quickly brought 
ebout a semblance of steadiness, how- 
ever, and in lees than half an hour 
the felling stampede appexred te ve 
at an end with the market about five 
cents under yesterday's finieh, 

The upswing that followed the tn- 
itial descent of the market assumed 
more and more impetus when traders 
had gained time to braathe freely and 
signs were noticed that some at least 
of the buying of future deliveries wae 
on European account and that expos 
ters were among the active bidders for 
cash wheat. At this stage the market 
had climbed more than four cents up 
from the bottom level touched at the 
outeet. 

Burst of Strength, 

Swift advances took place leter anl 
the market jumped to well above yes- 
terday's finish for December and May, 
besides virtually offsetting in full the 
early declines in the July option, The 
cause of the burst of strength at the 
last was news that export sales during 
the day had attained giant propor- 
tions, 2,000,000 bushels or more, at 
the highest prices obtained from Eu- 
rope in weeks, The close was strong 
at the topmost level of the day, 1-s¢ 
off to 21-4c advance as compared 
with yesterday's latest figures. May 
finished at 163 1-4 to 163 3-4 and July 
135 3-8 to 135 5-8. 

Stock Market in Panic. 

New York, Dec, £1—Extreme werik- 
tress bordering upon demoralization 
marked the opening dealings on the 
stock exchange today, The so-called 
war shares broke from 2 to 11 points, 
these being extended in the course of 
the first ten minutes, The most sensa- 
tional feature was the offering of 
50,000 shares of United States Steel 
at 1041-2 to 1051-2 against yester- 
day's closing price of 108. Never be- 
tore in the history of the exchange 
has a single block of such volume been 
recorded.
